To  Comb  the  Boys  Heads  frequently  with 
fmall  Tooth’d  Combs,  to  keep  them  clean  from  all 
forts  of  Vermin  ;  to  lee  they  Comb  their  own  Heads 
with  great  Tooth’d  Combs,  and  walh  their  Hands 
and  Face  every  Morning  before  they  go  to  School, 
and  their  Feet  every  Saturday  Night  before  they  go 
to  Bed ;  and  that  each  put  on  a  clean  Shirt,  Neck, 
and  pair  of  Hole  every  Sunday  Morning. 

4.  To  m^ke  the  Beds  of  fuch  Boys  as  lhall  be 
unable  to  do  it  themlelves ;  and  be  careful  to  ob- 
lerve  whether  any  do  wet,  foul,  or  otherwile  damage 
their  Bedding,  or  any  thing  elfc  belonging  to  them  • 
and,  if  they  do,  to  acquaint  the  Steward  with  it. 


5.  To  acquaint  the  Phylician  or  Difpenler  when 
any  Boys  happen  to  fall  Sick,  or  have  contracted 
any  Diftemper  •  and  the  Surgeon,  or  one  of  his  All 
fiftants,  when  any  chance  to  be  Hurt ;  and  to  take 
proper  Care  of  them,  until  they  are  removed  into 
the  Infirmary,  according  to  the  Directions  given  for 
that  Purpoie  by  the  Phylician  or  Surgeon. 


6.  To  be  at  Table  with  the  Boys  at  Meal-times, 
the  Senior  Nurle  at  the  Upper  End,  and  the  other 
at  the  Lower  •  and  to  diftribu'te  to  them  their  Pro- 
vifions  in  the  eftabiifhed  ^Proportions.

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7.  To  acquaint  the  Steward  from  Time  to  Time, 
when  any  of  the  Boys  Apparel,  Bedding  or  Necefia- 
ries,  or  the  Stores  in  their  Wards  want  to  be  chang’d 
or  repaired,  and  to  apply  to  him  as  there  {hall  be 
Occafion,  for  what  may  be  needful  to  mend  their 
Linnen  and  Hole. 

8.  To  take  Notice  of  any  of  the  Boys  who  Hiall 
be  guilty  of  Lying,  Curling,  or  Swearing,  or  any 
other  Prophanenels,  Immorality  or  Ill  Behaviour, 
and  to  acquaint  the  Guardian  therewith,  in  order  to 
their  being  properly  corrected  for  the  fame.  And, 

Laflly ,  To  be  very  fober  and  circumfpect  in  their 
own  Behaviour,  and  not  fail  of  going  to  Chappel, 
at  leaft  every  Sunday.

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If  any  Boy,  after  Six  Months  Trial,  proves  in¬ 
capable  of  Learning,  the  Mafter  lhall  acquaint  the 
Board  of  Directors  with  it,  that  they  may  difpole 
of  him  as  they  think  proper,  in  Order  to  make  Room 
for  another.
